The Mail] that arrived on Therfday in the Even- 
ing from Flanders, brought ‘Letters from Ceuta in 
Africa, dated the 12thof April laft, giving a long 
Relation of a confiderable Advantage gain’d by the 
Garrifon of that Towh, ina Sally they made the 
7th of the fame Month upon the Moors, who form, 
the Blockade of it, by burning their Barracks, and 
many et the Moors that were in them; by fpring- 
ing their Mines they had prepared on purpofe, and 
blowing up feveral of their Redoubts, and above 50 
Fathoms in length ot their Approaches, together 
with the Infidels that guarded them. After which 
they retired into the Town, with no other Lofs on 
their Side, fave one Soldier killed, and 6 wounded.
